were waiting for the steel. It is eas- 
ier to transport livestock than wheat 
over a prairie trail, and being mostly 
from the United States and Caneda, 
they naturally and wisely, started 
from scratch with hogs and cattle. 
Of the two, hogs are the most im- 
portant. There isn’t a district in 
western Canada that can boast of 
more hogs to the square mile than 
Blindman Valley. 

But the locomotive whistle didn't 
sound the death knell of their troub- 
les. Until seven years ago their hogs 
and cattle were all marketed through 
drovers and packer buyers. The 
farmers knew that they were not real- 
izing the full value of their stock, and 
so they decided to try marketing it 
through an association of their own. 
Five cf them, Scandinavians all, who 
farm around Bentley, visited a dis, 
trict where such an association had 
been recently formed. They got all 
the information they could, brought 
it home, and proceeded to form a 
voluntary co-ope-ative shipping asso- 
ciaticn. 

At first it was a success. The 
spread in price between the local 
point ard the central manket narrow- 
ed appreciably. The farmers were 
happy. Tt had all been very simple. 
All they had to do was to get togeth- 


er and ship co-operatively, and the | 


diameter of the roll of bills they 
stuffed into their pockets when the 
returns came in was sensibly —in- 
creased. (But— 

The ‘‘but’’ appeared in the form 
of one of the most astute packer- 
buyers who ever leaned over a fence, 
his two eyes sizing up a bunch of 
shoats, while his mind’s eye searched 
for the weak spot in the owner's co- 
operative armor. He had hung the 
scalps of more budding co-operative 
shipping associations to his belt than 
perhaps any other man in he country. 
Voluntary eo-operation is great in 
principle. As a theory it has all the 
perfection of a system of theology. 
As a faith it borders on the sublime. 
When it comes to works, however, it 
hows certain fundamental weakness- 


incorporated with the idea of blanket- 
ing the valley with one livestock 
shipping organization. An objective 
of 300 signed contracts was set, and 
the sign-up began. 

‘But the farmers didn’t form in 
line or elbow each other in the ribs 
to get writing their John Hancocks 
on the dotted line. This was probab- 
ly the first producers’ contract placed 
before a prairie farmer for his sig- 
nature. It took more than a year to 
get the first 300 to see that they were 
not signing away their rights, but 
were signing something that would 
get them their rights. The object- 
ive was rigidly adhered to, for they 
knew it was no use starting business 
until they had enough support to car- 
ry it through. However, the red letter | 
day arrived, and on February 12,| 
1925, the first load of hogs was ship- | 
ped from Bentley. | 

Since that day the association has, 
never ceased to advance. Beginning 
in a emall way at Bentley, it has 
spread out, expanding as the condi- 
tione warranted expansion. The prac- 
tice has been to never step into a! 
new territory until asked to do so by! 
the farmers themselves. At the an- | 
nual meeting in 1926, a delegatiton| 
irom Lacombe attended, and request. | 
ed the association to extend over in- | 
to that district.

The organization now ships live- | 
stock from 11 shipping points, each 
equipped with facilities for handling 
stock, including first class scales, | 
well kept and housed; yards for as- 
sembling and classifying the differ- 
ent grades of stock; and facilities for | 
carrying over less than car lots when 
necessary.

The assets of the association are 
worth approximately $10,000. They 
are all paid for. Liabilities there are 
none. The association, ‘therefore, 
has the comfortable feeling of being 
free from debt. The assets are com- 
posed of scales, yards, handling fac- 
ilities, office furniture and cash. 
Since the commencement in 1925, the 
business turnover and the member- 
ship has increased steadily. In 1929 
all previous records were broken both 
in volume of business and new mem- 
bership. The stock shipped in that 
year totalled 24,240 hogs, 1,308 cat- 
tle, and 908 sheep, the total value of 
which was over $580,000. Rimbey is 
the largest shipping point; about 
one-third of the total shipments or- 
iginated there. Bentley and Lacombe 
rank next. 

Last year one producer shipped ov- 
er $17,000 worth of stock, and there 


| are several men who run from $3,000 


to $6,000 a year. The association is 
not made up of a few large shippers, 
however, but rather of a large num- 
ber of small shippers. The strength 
of the association is in being organ- 
ized over a comiparatively large area. 
The total membership at the end of 
the year was 1,302, of which over 100 
were active shippers.
